“Housing production now for 
the first time is running at a rate 
in excess of the number of new 
jfamilies created,” he told the twen- 
ty-eighth annual conference of the! 
National Association of Mutual 
Savings Banks. | 

“From here out an excess pro- 
duction will be eating into and | 
reducing the backlog of the cur-| 
rent deficit of some 2,000,000 units, 
including those needed for normal | 
vacancy.” | 

Rep. Ralph A, Gamble, Republi- 
can, New York, Chairman of the 
Congressional Joint Committee on 
Housing, expressed similar opti-. 
mism. 

“If present rates of construction | 
can be maintained,” he said, “we 
will have overcome the real short-| 
age in a maximum of four years, | 
perhaps a minimum of two.” | 

Both men voiced fear that the 
European Recovery Program 
might strangle the flow of mate- 
rials needed for the domestic 
housing program. 

“Material production in 1947 
broke all records,” Morgan said. 
“In most categories we appear to 
be producing sufficient to fill the 
needs of any probable housing 
construction.

He told the annual meeting of 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board that the United States was 
Gefending itself against Commu- 
nist threats with three weapons: 

“1. Our foreign policy, the es- 
sence of which is full support of 
the United Nations and such col- 
laboration with other countries as 
is exemplified by the European 
Recovery Program. 

“2. Our military and economic 
preparedness programs, which 
now represent a combined military 
and civilian effort. 


“3. The maintenance of a 
healthy and democratic economic 
and political system at home not 
only for our own welfare but also 
as an example to the peoples of 
the world.” 

The Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, 
S. J., Vice President of George- 
town University, agreed that “the 
best way to avoid the tragedy of a 
third world war is to wage war 
in terms of the economic and so- 
cial needs of the moment, strength- 
en our domestic economy, assist 
other peoples to do the same, and 
thus cut the ‘ground from under 
the feet of the Marxian dialectic.” 


He added: “The hotter we make 
the logistics of the cold war, the 
colder will become the danger ef 
a shaoting war. The argument of 
power is still the most respected 
of all dialectics in Moscow.” 

Dr. Virgil Jordan, who was re- 
elected President of the Confer- 
ence Board, said the trustees had

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Who Are the Unions Fooling? 


Railroad management is inclined to 
be taken with a severe case of jitters at 
the very mention of the word “national- 


ization.” 


And no doubt that was the exact effect 
desired by leaders of the 21 railway labor 
unions who called for Government owner- 
ship of the nation’s railroads. The rail- 
roads now are under control of the Gov- 
ernment pending settlement of wage dis- 
putes between management and the fire- 
men, engineers and switchmen. And no 
doubt the heads of the three unions are 
somewhat disappointed that the Adminis- 
tration has declined to use any sort of 

club over the head of management to force 
greater concessions than the 15'%-cent 
wage increase recommended by the Presi- 
dent’s fact-finding board. 


Having failed to obtain what they 
would deem co-operation from the Gov- 
ernment, the rail labor leaders would like 
nothing better than to stampede the rail- 
roads into a more attractive settlement 
by bringing up the subject of national- 
ization. 

It thus is highly questionable that the 
labor leaders are at all sincere in their de- 


mand for nationalization. But just in case 
they are, it would be well for them to com- 
pare the average wages paid Government 
employees with what they are being paid 
now. We are quite certain, for instance, 
that railroad labor would not find the 
$2,800 annual average salary of Post Of- 
fice employees attractive. Moreover, post- 
al employees are prohibited from striking 
by law and there would be no reason to 
treat employees of nationalized railways 
differently. 

The public has not forgotten the un- 
certain service and arbitrary methods that 
characterized Government operation of the 
railroads during and immediately after 
World War I. And if anyone believes Gov- 
ernment efficiency has improved in this 
respect let him inquire into the Govern- 
ment-owned railroads in Alaska where 
rates are several times what they are in 
this country and service far poorer even 
than justified by climate and conditions. 

The sounding brass of railway union 
strategy will not fool many people. For 
it would require more naivete than com- 
monly can be found to believe that the 
rail unions are yet ready to jump from the 
frying pan into the fire.

sive luxury to the State’s taxpayers. Dur- 
ing the past six months the Mobile docks 
have earned a net profit of $803,379. Dur- 
ing the same period in 1947 they earned a 
net of $584,000. Earnings in 1946 were $1,- 
026,000 and for all of 1947 $1,497,000. 

Thus, traffic through the port of Mobile 
is increasing by leaps and bounds while 
decreasing through Savannah and Bruns- 
wick. 

Construction of dock facilities at Savan- 
nah and Brunswick will cost in the néigh- 
borhood of $15,000,000. Such an expendi- 
ture would be well justified by the in- 
creased commercial activity that would 
result throughout the State. And certainly 
if the docks could earn a profit of well 
over $1,000,000 annally, as do Alabama’s, 
they would be a first-rate investment of 
their own right.

_ A Vandenberg-Dewey Ticket in Prospect? 


SAN FRANCISCO—For Harold Stassen the question has now become whether the Republican 
nomination can be secured, not for himself, but for Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg or some other Re 


publican who is not a bitter Stassen enemy. For Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, the question now is whether | 


his restarted bandwagon can gain enough momentum to break through a Philadelphia deadlock and 


carry him to nomination. 
Oregon, following hard upon Ohio, has in 
fact neatly reversed the allocation of roles in the 


Republican political drama which seemed to 
have been made in Wisconsin and Nebraska. 
‘For a few weeks, Dewey and Sen. Robert A. Taft 
’ were gathering their strength to stop Stassen. 
Now it is Stassen who must, and unquestion- 
ably will, prepare to use all his resources in 
order to stop Dewey. For the Republican front- 
runner is now Dewey. And Stassen already 
knows that one of Dewey’s dearest pleasures 
and first endeavors will be to chase him from 
* the national scene. 

By dramatically reversing a sharply unfa- 
yorable situation, Dewey has scored an un- 
_ doubted personal success of the first order. 
* The effects of Wisconsin and Nebraska are now 
* virtually wiped out. Dewey’s political managers 
ean assert that Dewey failed in Wisconsin and 
Nebraska because he was too busy for an in- 
’ tensive personal campaign comparable to Stas- 
* gen’s. They can say, and beyond doubt are 
. now saying, that Oregon has shown Dewey’s 
* real stuff, when he rolls up his sleeves and goes 
’ after the vote. Because the Oregon electorate 
_ is a highly representative, middle-of-the-road 

Republican electorate, the effect will be all the 


greater. 


Dewey has, in short, won a very solid, 
very vital victory. Yet one cannot help recall- 
ing one observer's shrewd verdict on Ohio, 
that the reai Ohio winner was neither Stassen 
nor Taft, but Vandenberg. Here again in Ore- 
gon, while Dewey has won, Vandenberg has 
won also. Significantly enough, this was 
bound to be true, whatever the outcome. This 
correspondent left Portland before the voting, 
but not before both the Dewey and the Stas- 
sen camps had begun to consider what they 
would do if defeated. In both camps, lining 
up behind Vandenberg was considered the ob- 
vious strategy. 


For Stassen to try to promote the choice of 
Vandenberg and himself hope for second place 
* on the ticket will be merely to revert to the tac- 
_ tics he had in mind before Wisconsin sent his 
. hopes soaring. But there are other more com- 
plex factors to consider. Vandenberg is also 
‘ on the whole preferred to any of the competing 
candidates by Taft and his backers of the Re- 


publican conservative wing. The Michigan dele- 
gation, together, with a large number of Penn- 
sylvania’s valuable herd of political livestock, 
must already be considered as assets of the 
draft-Vandenberg planners. And one wonders 
whether Dewey himself, who would claw any 


other rival’s eyes out to get the nomination, will | 


make the kind of all-out fight against Vanden- 
berg that leaves deep scars behind. 


There are several points here to consider. | 
First, Dewey wants above all to be President, | 


is still a young man, but cannot again make a 
bid for the White House from the New York 
Governor Mansion. Second, at least one fac- 


tion of the draft-Vandenberg planners began | 
thinking weeks ago of offering sDewey the vice | 
presidential spot with the special task, for which |

And fourth, there were indications a few days | 
ago that in the event of defeat in Oregon, Dewey | 
himself was thinking favorably of second place |

on a Vandenberg ticket. 
cause Dewey to forget the advantages he had 
begun to teach himself to see in such an ar- 
rangement. 


Stassen’s slugging fight for the nomination 
has made him the object of much personal 
enmity. Sen. Vandenberg, if drafted, would 
want the maximum of party unity and is thus 
quite likely to prefer Dewey as a running 
mate. Any wager on the Philadelphia outcome 
is a long shot, but long-shot gamblers might 
do worse than a parlay on a Vandenberg: 
Dewey ticket. 


Only one other thing remains to be said about 
the Oregon primary. The issue in the campaign, 
as publicly proclaimed by both Dewey and Stas- 
sen, was Stassen’s proposal to suppress the Com- 
munist Party. Stassen was defeated on that 
issue. The fact that this proposal was thus re- 
jected does credit to the political decency, and 
above all, the common sense, of the voters.

It is not good, driving the roads these days. 

They look about the same, the roads. There 

are the same old billboards, and the usual array 

of filling stations, shabby and neat, with the neat not gaining too 

fast. There are the “Bar-B-Q” signs, but almost never a barbecue 

pit, so you know that the average “Bar-B-Q” man has a cold roast 

of pork which he will slice and lather with hot sauce and call it 
barbecue, 

So the roads look the same. 

But if you look beyond the roads you cannot be happy. 

The drouth is a very real tragedy. 

‘Most of the pastures already are brown and in 250 miles of road 
I did not see one that was not grazed down too closely. .The cows 
are showing it, too. 

Cotton is not up well. Nor is corn. Oats seemed to be matured 
three weeks early. Twice I stopped the car and tested the heads 
and found the grain small and inadequate. Only a few fields of 
oats seemed to have gained enough height and fullness of grain to 


produce a money crop. 

Dust Farmers were out plowing, with tractors and mules. Dust 
followed the plodding plowmen and the tractors were 

enveloped in clouds of dust. 

Some of the scenes, seen from the moving car, remained with 
me... women and children out in full force, chopping and plowing 
and—worst of all—replanting in the rows of corn and cotton where 
seed had failed to come up... some farmers were plowing up fields 
where cotton or corn had come up so sparsely as to make it neces- 
sary to get something else into the field. I remember one man and 
a small boy, alone in a large field replanting corn. It was one of 
those “pretty days,” with big, soft cumulus clouds in a sunny 
sky.

Whether 
that situation is dangerous or only noisy I 
would not try to say. 


Without putting it into so few words, Mr. 
McGill pleads for a few years or, God willing, 
@ couple of generations—and is willing to settle 
for improvement rather than absolute solutions. 

I find him and other Jim Crow liberals will- 
ing to sit by Negroes in streetcars, which are 
almost obsolete, anyway, and in busses, which 
they seldom use, and agreeable to the idea of 
sitting by intellectual, polite, hygienic, and I 
gather, brown-skin Negroes in theaters and Pull- 
mans. The question of close association with 
black Negroes of pure African strain in checker- 
board apartment houses is left to the common 
man, who often has B. O. himself and also both- 
ers his ‘neighbors with his noise and garbage 
and meanness. 

Turner Catledge, journalist of long experience 
in Washington but a Mississippi man, went home 
to commencement a few days ago. He told the 
graduates that they simply would have to face 
the fact that the Mississippi political methods 
still deny the Negro a voice in the Government 
under which he lives, there was no sense in 
discussing social relations, because the white peo- 
ple of Mississpippi are more candid than some 
other Southerners. Unlike some others, they 
don’t speculate and yearn for a day when some 
hypothetical white man of somewhat divine 
mind—a fellow who dwells above the stinks, 
angers, impositions and meannesses of people— 
will carry on sweet relations with the blackest 
Afro in sweaty rags side by side at the Dixie 
Lunch, both absolutely oblivious of the person- 
ality of the waitress, a well-formed blonde, Cau- 
casian belle of the local high school. 

No, sir, the uncompromising, deep-South 
Dixie Democrat will not even discuss such pos- 
sibilities except as an imaginary situation which 
would touch off an atomic racial war. 

Mississippi suffered frightfully in Reconstruc- 
tion days. It is customary now to explain that, 
ef course, those Negroes were poor, ignorant 
dupes who were only obeying the orders of the 
carpetbaggers. But the truth is that the Ne- 
groes loved it. The Truman program, which, 
ironically, is actually the program of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, who is revered next to God Al- 
mighty, offers absolutely no assurance that human 
nature would not express itself again the same 
way. 

There are possibilities, some of them hopeful, 
I should say, by way of postponement and eva- 
sion. ’ 

L. Preston Collins, the Lieutenant Governor of 
Virginia, plunges into a thicket of law. Before 
you have followed him far your flesh is slashed 
by cat’sclaw quibbles having to do with the 
original rights of States, rights temporarily vio- 
lated but never waived or beaten. The States 
have the right to decide the methods by which 
they shall conduct elections. 

Mississippi can 
raise it to 80. In Georgia, as in the enlightened 
city of New York under proportional representa- 
tion, not all votes are equal to all other votes. 
Therefore, Mississippi could contrive to give the 
white man 10 times the voting power of the 
Negro. Incidentally, some of Mr. Roosevelt's 
unions deny white citizens equal voting power. 
They have been sustained by all unwavering 
New Dealers on the same ground that Missis- 
sippi stands upon today—the ground of States’ 
rights, or, as the union racketeers call it, au- 
tonomy.

Pennsylvania Ave. on Sunday nights. That

flattery corrupted many a country boy. He, 
too, absolves Roosevelt, as a true Christian 
absolves God of guilt in the causation and 
permittance of wars.

“it will be a mean attempt to punish the South 
and jam things down our throats. Lynching has 
been on the decrease for yeam. We have a 
splendid record of law enforcement and there 
is more crime per inch in Harlem than there 
is per mile in our State. I don’t believe Tru- 
man believes this rot. He was led into it by 
his fear of Wallace. But if they try it on the 
South there is going to be an era of bloodshed 
that will be horrifying. We are not going to ad- 
mit Negroes to our white public schools, colleges 
or churches. We are not going to stop exer- 


cising our own judgment as to whom we are | 
But | 


going to hire to work for us in what jobs. 
the worst clashes will not happen in the South. 
They will come in Chicago, Detroit, St. Louis 
and Toledo, where the white people hate Ne- 
groes more than the Southern man does. Down 
here, the better whites and Negroes get along 
very well.”

Looking for a trade with a satisfying, 


Consider 


profitable future? 
silversmithing. It is a languishing, maybe 


dying, craft. Nobody has the patience these days to learn 
it. The only really skillful American silver chaser lives in 
New York, is 75 years old, and has had no apprentices that 


anybody can discover. 


Eric N. Shrubsole, President of the British silver firm 
of S. I. Shrubsole, Inc., has brought a handsome collection 
of antique English silver to Rich’s this week, under very 


unusual circumstances. 


Every piece of it, he says, could be sold at a higher 
price in England, where it came from in the first 
place .. . if the Shrubsoles could just get it back to 


London to be sold. 


The silver firm has the unhappy vision of British wealth 
vigorously buying up silver for investments (as Americans 
buy up gilt-edged stocks and diamonds), and not being 
able to do a thing about it because there is a British law 
forbidding the importation of any work of art. The idea, 
of course, is to keep all possible American dollars in Eng- 


land for urgent exchange. 


Right now his international company is trying to work 
out a theory of barter where his English father could send 
Mr. Shrubsole such things as silver tea services, which 
Americans love, in exchange for Tigerware jugs, circa 1550, 


which Britons treasure. 


“Americans,” said Shrubsole yesterday, “buy silver to 
use. They do not collect. Englishmen may put it away 
in safes, like an investment.” 

The fear that your old Victorian silver tureen will 
lessen in value can be forgotten, Shrubsole says. England, 
which protected its sterling craftsmanship by punishment 
of counterfeiting comparable to our hot pursuit of gen- 
tlemen who make homemade money, itself is not seeing 
silver made these days that challenges the old pieces. 

It takes 10 years to finish an apprenticeship and nobody 
has the time to spend. Machine work necessitates mass 
‘production, and that, Shrubsole says, in no way com- 
petes with the hallmarks of the silver “hole” of bygone 


centuries.

One of cardinal principles of 
play by declarer is to avoid forc- 
ing the strong trump hand to 
ruff.

Today’s hand on the surface 
appears to present no problem.

Trumps were drawn in three 
rounds and since three diamonds 
had to be lost, the success of the 
contract appeared to hinge upon 
the chance that the clubs would 
break, three-three. When this 
failed, the contract was down 
one. 

Since there are six clubs out 
the chhknces are against the 
break. It has been observed 
even number of out- 
standing cards will not be di- 
vided evenly. Declarer should 
therefore look for a better way 
to play the hand. Note that 
dummy’s hearts are high enough 
to pull the adverse trumps. 
Since there are five trumps out- 
standing (an odd number) they 
will probably break, so that 
there is a good chance to pull 
them in three rounds. If dum- 
my’s spades are all ruffed by 


‘South, the only losers will be 


the three diamonds. 


A spade should be ,returned 
and ruffed by South. A small 
trump to the nine puts dummy 
in and another spade is ruffed 
with the king. The jack of 
hearts is overtaken with the 
queen and the last spade is 
ruffed with South’s ace of 
trumps. Dummy is entered 
with the queen of clubs in order 
to pull the last trump. If at 
this point clubs should break, 
one of dummy’s losing dia- 
monds will be discarded on the 
thirteenth club and five odd 
made in tricks. With the clubs 
failing to break, declarer gives 
up the last three tricks. 

This type of play is known 
as “dummy reversal” of making 
the Gummy ‘the master hand. 
The play itself is the essence of 
simplicity. The important fea- 
ture is the diagnosis. The prin-
